tion of Lawes, concerning Lent and 
Faſting dayes. | 


I EW He Kings moſt Excellent MA 1» s T 1 x finding how neceſſary 
uss. That there be due obſeruance of the Lawes, made and ozdet- 
ned againſt eating andſelling of Fleſh in time of Lent, and other 
22 times by the Statutes of this Realme appointed foꝛ Faſting dayes 
Ny 2 and Fiſh dayes, hath often times by His ſenerall Pzoclamations 
(9 | commanded all His Subiects ſtraitly to oblerue thoſe good 
2. ); Lawes, and giuen directions vnto Hts Officers and Miniſters of 
a ===> Juſtice to make enquirie of ſuch as ſhould be offenders in that 
behalt and inflict che penalties of the Law vpon all thoſe whom they ſhould finde delin⸗ 
quents therein, yet the obedience of His Subietts, and their care of the welfare of themſelues 
and the Realme bath been ſo-little, and his Officers of Juſtice been ſo remiſſe, that no refoz- 
mation ofthole offences hath enſaed , but diuers ill diſpoſed people haue fained excuſes,pzeten- 
ding that thoſe Pzoclamations were publiſhed ſo neere the time of Lent, that they could not 
make tonuenient pzoutſion of Fiſh,and ſome haue vndutifully pꝛetended that they ought not 
to be reſtrained ok their libertie, where theſe Lawes are Conſtitutions Politique oꝛdained to 
auopde exceſſine pzizes, to ſet the people on wozke, to maintaine the Shipping of the 
Realme, a pꝛintipall defence thereof, and to encreaſe the number of Mariners, to lexue vpon 
all occaſions ; inſomuch as ſandzy of thele men perſiſting in their diſobedience, with contempt 
haue frequently made choice of dayes appointedfoz faſting, to be times of banquets, euen vn- 


to ryot and exteſſe. 


Now Hts Highnefle doeth ſignifie to all His people in this time tonuenient foꝛ making of 
pꝛouiſion, that His Mateltte intendeth not hereafter by His Pzoclamations, to put them in 
mind of yeelding obedience to His Lawes, but intendeth by His Juſtice, and due execution 
of choſe Oꝛdinantes vpon ſuch as ſhall bee found offenders, to admoniſh others, that they 
pꝛeſume not tocontemne them: Andcommands all thoſe whom it ſhall concerne, from time 
to time, to make diligent enquirie , and inflict duepuniſhment , where they ſhall finde any 
of thole offences committed, without fauour oz conninencie, as they will bee anſwerableto 
His Pateſtie, foz not cxecuting His Lawes committed to their cuſtody. 

And koꝛ the better encouragement of others to diſcouer thoſe offences, His Mateſtte is 
well pleaſed , that vnto thoſe that ſhall diſconer thoſe offenders and bzing them to Judge⸗ 
ment, ſuch reward be giuen of the Fines that ſhall pertaine to His Highneſſe, as his Yuſltices 
ſhall thinke fit; whereof due allowance ſhall be giuen. | 

And leſt by the malice of conetous perſons thirſting after vnlawfull gaine, occaſion may 
bee taken by the ſellers of Fiſh and other Uictuall allowed to be eaten in time of Lent and 
dayes wherein eating of Fleſh is pꝛohibited by the Law, His Mateſty doeth traightly charge 
and command all Matozs, Bapliffes, and others that haue the keeping of the Alltze of 
Uictuall, That they take diligent care to keepe reaſonable Allize, and pꝛites vpon Fiſh 
and other Utctuall, vnder the paines by his Lawes to bee inflicted vpon miſgonernours of 
the places committed to their charge, and ſuch further puniſhment as their leuerall offences 


ſhall merit.
